ST, LOUIS (AP)—Stan Musial,-41, the bane of Na- 
tional League pitchers for two decades, announced during 
his contract signing Friday that he intends to retire as a 
player at the end of the 1962 season. 

“A fellow just can't go on forever,” said the out- 
fielder, seven-time league batting champion whose entire 
major league career has been with St. Louis Cardinais, 

Musial said there is one mark he doesn’t want to add 
to the 37 National League and 13 major league records he 
already holds. “I don’t want to be the oldest player who 
ever played,” he said. 

Musial acknowledged he took a pay cut—to an esti- 
mated $65,000—in his latest contract. He received an 
estimated $75,000 last year and made $100,000 annually in 
1958-59, tops in the league. “4 

Musial, who joined the Cardinal organization in 1938 
at $65 a month, will have earned more than $1,200,000 in 
the game by the end of the season.
